The firet relates to the British sloop deff, Davis, of

Spanish steamer Concha, once a merchant steamer,
but recently purchased by the Spanlsh authorities
and changed into s mag-of-war, [The Jeff. Davis was
in Lndlast, and had her papers regularly in order a5 a
sponge-Ushing vossel, but had on bourd two Cuban
passengers that the l'}[ht.‘l'l‘ﬂ of the Concha pretended to
b now had been engaged in the Caban insurrection,wnd
were on their way to the United States ws agents of
the provisional republican government of Caba. Un-
wmﬂl‘ o take into conslderation that the two pas-
nengens wery well have come on boeard without
the gloop having gone to the Cuban coast for them,
and that the Jefl, Davis was unquestionably in
Hritish waters, the commander of the Concha ook
torcible fon of her, and brought her,' with
the captain, orew, und psanenT-rs 44 u prize fo Cul-
barlen, ‘There s naval court inddreed the selzure,
and configcated the vessel. The captain and crew
sre in prison, heavily ironed, and are to be tried for
piracy. The two pasdengers were murdered by a
crowd of volunteers, while being taken from the ves-

| to prison. It seems they were extensivoly In-
thl and hooted at by the volunteers when landed,
which Indoced one of them to detlantly shout back,
Vire Cuba Libre! Viea Ceapodes! Wherenpon the
volunteers fired upon them, killing both instantly.
This hellish deed has led to no arrests whutever on
the part of the authorities of Calbarien. The two

OMicial Despatches to the Government MNrom Ad-
mirnl Hon,

Wasmnagrox, April 7.—Despatchies were re-
cefved at the Navy Department to-day from
Admiral Hoff, with lite dates from Havana.
The aspect of affuirs wos unchunged, and reports
from the Intevior of the island showed that the
insurgents were etrong,  The ease of Mary
Powell s being investigated by the English
authorides. Viece-Consul Codrington, who had
been arrested for eonspiring against the Spanish
Gavernment, had been released through the in-
terposition of our Vice-Consul and the Admiral.

He suggests that there be some publie expres-
sion made by our Goyernment aguninst the prin-
ciple of arresting foreign citizens on moere sus-
pidion, and that such a conrse would check the
despotism of those who control the island.

Some thirty American citizens, who had made
application to our Consul to leave the island,
had been granted passports for that purpose by
the Spanish Captain-General.

Giernld Enton Wil be Respited by the Governor
Twitchell's Case Wil Not He Imterfered
With. X
Spectal Derpatel to The Feening Telegraph,
Hanrmusnure, April 7.—The act which passed
both houses of the Legislature yesterday, autlor-
izing the Governor to commute a sentence of
death by the courts to one of imprisonment for
life or for a term of years, it was generally un-
derstood, was pushed throngh for the express
purpose of meeting the ease of Gerald Eaton,
who is to be hung in your ecity to-morrow. Ad-
vantage of its provisions will be taken at anee,
and o respite In Eaton's case will be sent by
Governor Geary to Philadelphia to-day, with a
view to the final commutation of his sentence. In
Twitchell's case, however, the Governor will
not interfere, and he will be executed at the ap-
pointed time.
The “Cattle” and “Insane* Dills,
Benator Stinson offered a resolution for the
recall of the Cattle bill from the House, but it
was defeated by 14 yeas to 17 nays, Benator
Miller, who was paired with Benator White on
the bill, voted nay. The Insane bill, prepared
by eminent lawyers in Philadelphin, has gone to
the Governor for his signature.
The Death Pennlty and Imprisonment for Life.
The MHouse has agreed to the Senate amend-
ment authorizing the Governor to commute the
death pennlty to imprisonment for life. The
Governor has the bill, but s yet has signified no
intention of signing it.  Unless it s signed,
Eaton will hiave to be the partner of Twitchell
on the scaffold to-morrow.

THIE DOOMIED.
TWITCHELL - EATON.

The Crimes for Which They
Are to Suffer Death.

The Crooks and Quibbles Which
Have Failed to Avert
Their Fate.

Arrangements for the Closing
Scene To-BMorrow.

To-morrow the majesty of the law will be avenged
in the cases of Twitdhell nnd Eaton.  Phitadefphin
will witness the unoommon, though not totally un-
precedented, tragedy of o double exccution. Both
of these men, formally indicted, tried, and convicted
of murder in the first degree, were sentenced by
thelr Judges, and doomed to die on the 8th of April
hy the Governor, The Intercst attached to thefr
crimes and their fate has boen unabated for months,
and such o widespread notoriety has thelr opses -
quired, that not only here, but throughout the coun-
try, they and the morders they perpetrated are well
knowne In behalf of bhoth of them motions have
been mude for new trials, and every concelvable ex-
pedient devised to avert thelr doom. In vain. The
sHupreme Conrts of the State and the nation declded
agninst them, the Executlve of this Commonwealth
has refused 1o be swpyed by urguments or petitions
for pardon, and the people at large, while involun-
tarily pitylng the men themselves, are satistled of the
right, falrness, and justice of thelr sentences. They
pay the righteous penalty for thelr offenses, They
took Ife, and now thelr Hves are to be taken. When
the last scenc of the frightfol drama in which they
bore the ebie! parts shall have closed on the scafMold,
will any one declaiin aguinst the fitness of the
ending ?

TWITCHELL.

The Circumstances of the Murder,

The murder of Mra, Mary Hiil greatly differs from
any erbine committed In this city for many years.,
Arthur Spring and Anton Probst amazed the com-
munity by the terrible forocity and savagencss of
thelr bloody deeds; bhat they were both of the lowest
order of hmnuul!lv. Spring being @ man of consider-
uble potural intel ||%encu, but of viclous habits and
lnstincts, while Probst was [ittle more than a brute,
They eecned to come up out of the very dregs of
socloty., But in this murder, which startied Pota-
delphia in November lust, the elements were en-
tirely diferent, if we accept as true the verdict of
the Coroner's jury, the verdict of the Conrt, and the
univeraal oplnion of the public. i

This was all that Sarah tfum})m'll knew of the
murder, Nelghbors and passers-Ly, becoming aware
of the commission of the erime, hurrled nto the
house, Among others was o cortsin Mr, Morroll,
who charged Mr. and Mrs, Twitchell—one or both of
them-—-with the deed, and directed the polles oMeers
to pluce themt ynder arrest,  They were arrested and
eventually incarcerated Iy the County Prison. An
inguest was held upon the body of the murdered
lady, and the jury rendered the following verdiet ;:—

“That the said Mary K. Hill cams to her death by vio-
lence (blows on_ the bioad) at the hands of George 8, T'wit
ghell, Jr., and Camilla Twitehell, bis wife, an the night of
November 22, 1868, at the northeast corner of Tenthand Pino

The Case Againgt Mr, Twitchell,

Richard Ludlow, Esaq., made the opening speech in
behalf of the Commonwealth, He deseribod the oir-

and the manper in which the Commonwedith ex-
pected to show & maliclons motive In the prisoner,

Lr. E. B, Shaplelgh, the physleian of the Coroner,
was the first witness called, He deseribed the ap-
pearunee of the body of Mra.
